The German grip on the Meuse river south of Verdun has ap- 
iarently been broken by the brilliant and dashing offensive of the 
Vmericans which opened yesterday along the St. Mihiel salient, 
ind it is not improbable that if the advance continues this week 
may see the Americans in position to bombard the outer forta of 
Metz with their long range guns. 
The whole German salient in the Woevre district has been 
put in peril and two German divisions have been caught in a trap 
irom which they will find it hard to extricate themselves. 
The Americans advanced to a maximum depth of ten miles 
and extended their lines elsewhere from three to eight miles. 
A 
core or more of villages have been captured and it is likely that 
by night the number of prisoners in the hands of Gen. Pershing’s 
army will be far in excess of 10,000. 
Fires were seen and explosions heard behind the German lines, 
and Pagnv, which is on the German border, is in flames. 
The 
Germans are destroying vast quantities of war material. 
The victory has given the United States a glorious thrill and 
the extent of the triumph is not yet in sight, as reports from the 
scene of the struggle today said that the stream of German pris­ 
oners was increasing steadily. 
Ail branches of American arms distinguished themselves la 
ihe fighting. Some French forces took part in the battle but the 
Americans were in the numerical superiority.

SPECIAL CARE TO BE TAKEN TO DEFER AGRICULTURAL 
WORKERS. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—Un­ 
der the rules of the war department 
for executing the new 
draft 
law,

The statement continues: 
In the new draft the district boards 
are charged with the duty of putting 
into deferred classes

tions than,by entering the army 
cordingly, three advisers 
are to be 
selected for each district board—one 
for agriculture, one for labor, 
and 
one for other occupations. 
The ag­ 
ricultural adviser will be appointee 
by the board upon the recommend;» 
tMB of the secretary of agriculture 
The advisers are not members of the 
board but may, when invited, attenc 
its meetings. 
, How Agricultural Adviser Will Aid 
The duties of the agricultural ad 
viser will be to furnish to the board 
facts relative to farm labor require 
ments, not only of his own district, 
but of the whole country. 
He should 
be the repository of ail facts having 
relation to the deferment of agricul­ 
tural workers, whether these be neces­ 
sary farm laborers, managers or oper­ 
ators. 
He will be expected to advise 
the district boards as to a shortage 
of surplus of necessary farm work­ 
ers for any given district, as well as 
for the entire nation. 
Such infor­ 
mation will be supplied to the advis­ 
ers by the department of agriculture. 
This will make 
it possible 
to havt 
necessary workers transferred from 
districts in which they may not bt 
necessary to other districts in which 
they are sorely needed. 
The adviser may also concern him­ 
self with individual cases that comt 
before the district board. 
He 
wib 
have the right, under certain condi * 
tions, to examine the questionnaire* 
and other records in the files of th< 
local hoard for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining whether persons entitled t< 
deferred classification have actuallx 
claimed it. In case he finds the name* 
of such registrants he may file foi 
them a claim for deferred classifies 
tibn with the district board, which 
in turn, may require the local board 
to certify the questionnaire and rec 
ord of any such registrants for con 
s(deration. 
Reasonable time will b< 
given for the purpose of obtaining 


information and supplying the affi 
davits required, 
if a local board 
determines to consider a case for do 
ferred classification because a regis­ 
trant is engaged in a necessary oc 
■upation, notwithstanding no claim 
for deferred classification on 
thal 
ground has been made, it shall en­ 
dorse the recommendation

A further duty with which' the ad- 
iser is charged 
U^to confer with

ight under the regulations ¡to file a 
laim for deferred 
classification 
in 
aspect of any registrant 
who has 
ailed or refused to file a claim for 
eferreti classification in his own be- 
lalf. This, in the opinion of the war 
department, is a very Important m at­ 
ter. 
The apparent Injustice of plac­ 
ing many registrants ijn Class 1 is 
often due to the fact that employers 
have failed to make claims for de­ 
ferred classification 
on 
behalf 
of 
necessary workers. 
It is to avoid a 
repetition of this trouble that farm ­ 
ers should see that all of their neces­ 
sary employees, 
whether

>ther laborers, of the draft age have 
made for them just claims for defer­ 
red classification. 
One important explanation is made 
a the new Selective Service Regula- 
tons in connection wit hthe expres­ 
ión “skilled farm 
laborer.” 
The 
juestionnaire provides deferred clas- 
fication for the “necessary skilled 
arm laborer in necessary 
agricul­ 
tural enterprise.”- The new ’regula­ 
tions provide that in Clasá II shall 
be pHc d any registrant found td be 
engaged in a “necessary" 
agricul­ 
tural enl tp n .c , and found to be be 
necessary to such enterprise in the 
capacity of 
a farm laborer—“espe- 
iaily fitted for the work in which he 
is engaged.” 
This 
quoted 
phrase 
onatitutes an explanation 
of what 
s meant by “skilled” as applied to 
farm laborer. 
The expression will 
náke easier the determination of the 
tatus of many registrants. 
War Service in Right Place. 
The purpose in the appointing of 


advisers is to place men where they 
can do most to help 
win the war. 
These advisers 
will be able to help 
greatly the district boards to keep in 
agriculture the 
necessary workers. 
These workers, 
whatever 
may be 
•.heir inclination 
to enter 
military 
service, should stand ready to serve 
n any capacity in which they can 
ontribute 
most toward 
a 
speedy 
mding of the war. 
In order that 
this may be done a frank statem ent 
should, in each case, be mude to the 
KMirds. 
It is believed 
that it will 
frequently require as much courage 
9H the part of many men to remain 
;n their civilian 
occupations 
as to 
waive deferment. 
This effort to keep men in indus­ 
try, rather than to send th»*m to the 
•amps and the trenches, should not 
be abused so as to permit the slack­ 
er to escape military duty;. 
The ne- 
•essities for raising an army 
are 
paramount. 
Every man that can be 
spared will be needed 
and 
needed 
badly to bring the enemy to his sen -, 
<es. 
The adviser should be assisted 
n every possible way by every legi­ 
timate agricultural interest to 
find 
the men that can be spared for mili­ 
tary duty, but also to keep those that 
ire essential to the maintenance of 
i proper food supply.

DIRECT ANCESTOR OF HEN 


From the Jungle Fowl Are Descended 
the Feathered Creatures of the ^ 
Barnyard of Today. 


Although there wore no houses with­ 
in half a mile of the camp, we were 
surprised on our first night to hear 
cooks crowing in the Jungle (Yunan 
province, tropical China), Roy Chap­ 
man Andrews writes In Harper's Mag­ 
azine. The note was like that of the. 
ordinary barnyard fowl, except that it’ 
ended somewhat more abruptly. The; 
next morning we discovered (Jhautlr* 
cleer and all his harem in a deserted 
rice field, ahd he flew toward the Jun­ 
gle in a flash of red and gold. 
'I dropped him and one of his hens 
with a right and left of “sixes” and 
found that they were jungle fowl (Gal*; 
Ins gallus) in full plumage. The cock 
was a splendid bird. 
The long neck' 
feathers (hackles) spread over his 
back i^d wings like u slilinmeriug 
golden mantle but were hardly more* 
beautiful than the hlsck of his under 
parts and green glossed tail. 
Picture 
to yourself a “hlack-breusted red game 
cock,” and you will have him iu all his 
glory except that his tall Is drooping 
and he Is more pheasantllke In his 
general hearing. 
The female was s 
trim little bird, with a liltc sheen to 
her brown feathers, and looked exact­ 
ly like a well-kept “game bantam” 
hen. 
The Jungle fowl is the direct anees* 
tor of our barnyard hens and roosters, 
which were probably first domesticat­ 
ed In Burma and adjacent countries 
long before the dawn of authentic 
history. 
According to tradition, the 
Chinese received their poultry from 
the West about 1400 B. C., and they 
are figured tn Babylon cylinders be­ 
tween the sixth and seventh centuries 
B. C. 
Although they were probably 
Introduced In Greece through Persia, 
there Is no direct evidence as to how 
and when they reached Europe. 


BUILT FOR SHALLOW WATER 


Peculiar Marine Institution on New 
England Coast Was Known In 
1842 as the Camel. 


In the year 1842 a queer marine In­ 
stitution made Its appearance In Nan­ 
tucket and bore the name of camel. 
These camels were really huge flouting 
dry docks for carrying shlpa over the 
bar, where the depth of water had 
been gradually decreasing aluce 1830. 
Being flat-bottomed the camels could 
float In water very much shallower 
than a loaded ship required. 
They 
were like two long, large boxes float­ 
ing aide by side and held together at* 
the ends by large Iron chaina. 
The outer sides were almost.stralght 
up and down, but the inner sides were 
curved, making when the two sections 
were drawn together, an interior basin 
Just the shape of the bottom of a 
ship. 
, , 
t .«*<?* 
The plan was for the camels to be 
separated far enough to allow the 
ships to be hauled into the basin be­ 
tw een Uie two sections, then to be 
drawn aud held fastened together by 
the chaina, holding the ship between 
them, so that the camela aud the ship 
could then be towed over the shallow 
places in the channel to the wharf. 


Chfrlsh Your Friends, 
Have you a good friend?

standard English. A like fate has be­ 
fallen “boss” and “boom,” the first s 
localism of New York
